live on last year’s crop, rather than 
next year’s production. I want to 
strongly emphasize that statement 
which many « us have heard: ‘The 
first cotton crop Ge _@ Produces on 
a cash basis will double the. value of 
every acre of far. land in this great 
state.”

Mr. McCord said in part:

We pay not only the tariff cf a »ro- 
tected market for this feed, but we pay 
the freight on it, hauled into Georgia.

Cuthbert, Ga., December 
cial.)—Shortly after he ‘had 
quitted of criminally assaulting the 
14-year-old sister of his’ wife, S. C. 
Culbreth, a. prominent . merchant of 
Carnegie, Ga., aged 55 years, was shot 
five times and instantly. killed here 
this afternoon by his young brother- 
in-law, Walter _F. Woodham. 

Culbreth was shot in the presence of 
his two sons, who, in expectation of 
trouble, were acting as a’ guard. 

A warrant charging. criminal assault 
Was sworn out against Culbreth Sat- 
urday by his wife’s young sister, who 
is boarding at the Culbreth home in 
Carnegie while attending school there. 
A commitment trial was -held Tuesday 
before Justice of the Peace Walden, 
who decided that there was not enough 
evidence to hold Culbreth. ' 

Threats of. Lynching. 

Reports that an attempt would be 
made to lynch Culbreth oreated a tense 
atmosphere during the. trial, and 
friends of the defendant stuck close, 
determined to shield him from num- 
bers of his enemies who were in evi- 
dence during the hearing. 

It is said that Woodham, the 
year-old brother of Culbreth’s alleged

[vietim, who has been attending a busi- 


ness college in Columbus, bought a 
pistol at Edison iast Saturday and 
threatened to kill his brother-in-law 
if the case was not decided against 
him. 

After the hearing Culbreth’s friends 
escorted him from the city and started 
him on his way home. He returned 
after going a short distance, however, 
and entered Geopp’s grocery store with 
his two sons. 

Killed Before Sons. 

As he stood with his back to the 
entrance, Woodham entered, and, as 
Culbreth turned, fired at him five times, 
the bullets taking effect in CulDreth’s 
left temple, shoulder, lungs, chest and 
right hand. Culbreth fell dead be- 
tween his two sons, who stood off, 
frightened, during the shooting. 

Wloodham ran out of the store and 
almost into the hands of Sheriff Tay- 
lar and a deputy sheriff, who took 
charge of him and almost carried. him 
to jail. Here he immediately lost con- 
sciousness, and at 8:30 o'clock tonight 
was still unconscious. 

The families of both. the principals 
are very prominent all over the county, 
and friends of Mr. Culbreth had been 
congratulating him on his acquittal.

Nature de- 
termines how long he must walt for his 
crops, and wiil not be hurried in her 
process. He may give his note, but the 
season of its maturity depends upon 
the season when his crop matures, lies 
at the gates of the market where his 
products are sold. And the security he 
gives is of a character not known in 
the banker’s office or as familiarly as it 
might be on the counter of the banker. 
To Make Farming Efficient. 

The agricultural department of the 
government is seeking to assist as 
never before to make farming an ef- 
ficient business, of wide co-operative 
effort, in quick touch with the markets 
for foodstuffs. The farmers and the 
government will henceforth work to- 
gether as real partners in this field, 
where we now begin to see our way 
very clearly and where many intelli- 
gent plans are already being put into 
execution. The treasury of the United 
States has, by a timely and well-con- 
sidered distribution of its deposits, fa- 
cilitated the moving of the crops in 
the present season and prevented the 
scarcity of available funds too often 
experienced at such times. But we 
must not allow ourselves to depend 
upon extraordinary expedients. We 
must add the means by which the 
farmer may make his credit constantly 
and easily available and command 
when he will the capital by which to 
support and expand his business. We 
lag behind many other great countries 
of the modern world in attempting to 
do this. Systems of rural credit have 
been studied and developed on the oth- 
er side of the water while we left our 
farmers to shift for themselves in the 
ordinary money market. You have but 
to look about you in any rural district 
to see the result, the handicap and em- 
barrassment which have been put upon 
those who produce our food. 

Conscious of this backwardness and 
neglect on our part,’ the congress re- 
cently authorized the creation of a spe- 
cial commission to study the various 
systems of rural credit which have been 
put into operation in Europe, and this 
commission is already prepared to re- 
port. Itas report ought to make it 
easier for us to determine what meth- 
ods will be best suited to our own 
farmers. I hope and believe that the 
committees of the senate and house 
will address themselves to this matter 
with the most fruitful results, and I be- 
lieve that the studies and recently 
formed plans of the department of ag- 
riculture may be made to serve them 
very greatly in their work of framing 
appropriate and adequate legislation. 
It would be indisecreet and presumptu- 
ous in anyone to dogmatize upon 
great and many-sided a question, but 
feel confident that common counsel wil 
produce the results we must all desire. 

To Prevent Private Monopoly. 

Turn from the farm to the world o 
husiness which centers in the city and 
in the factory, and I think that all 
thoughtful observers will agree that the 
immediate service we owe the business 
communities of the country is to pre- 
vent private monopoly more effectu- 
ally than it has yet been prevented. I 
think it will be easily agreed that we 
should let the Sherman anti-trust law 
stand, unaltered, as it is, with its de- 
batable ground about it, but that we 
should as much as possible reduce the 
area of that debatable ground by fur- 
ther and more explicit legislation; and 
should also: supplement that great act 
by legislation which will not only clari- 
fy it but also facilitate its administra- 
tion and make it fairer to all concern- 
ed. No doubt we shall all wish, and 
the country will expect, this to be the 
central subject of our 
during the present session; but it is 
subject so many-sided and so deservin 
of careful and discriminating discus 
sion that I shall take the liberty o 
addressing you upon 
message at a later date than this.

[ venture the suggestion that this legis- 
lation should provide for the retention 
of party conventions, but only for the 
purpose of declaring and accepting the 
verdict of the primaries and formulat- 
ing the platforms of the parties; and lI 
suggest that these conventions should 
consist not of delegates chosen for this 
single purpose, but of the nominees for 
congress, the nominees for vacant seats 
in the senate of the United States, the 
senators whose terms have not yet 
closed. the national committees, and the 
candidates for the presidency them- 
selves, in order that platforms may be 
framed by those responsible to the peo- 
ple for carrying them into effect. 

Territories Over Seas. 

These are all matters of vital domes- 
tic concern, and besides them, outside 
the charmed circle of our own national 
life in which our affections command 
us, as well as Our consciences, there 
stand out our obligations toward our 
territories oversea, Here we are trus- 
tees. Porto Rico, Hawaii, the Philip- 
pines, are ours, indeed, but not ours to 
ao wnat we please with. Such §terri- 
tories, once regarded as mere posses- 
sions, are no longer to be selfishly 6x - 
ploited; they are part of the domain of 
public conscience and of serviceable 
and enlightened statesmanship. We 
n administer them for the people 
live in them and with the same 
sense of responsibility to them as to- 
ward our own people in our domestic 
affairs. No doubt we shall successfully 
enough bind Porto Rico and the 
Hawaiian islands to ourselves by ties 
of -justice and interest and affection. 
but the performance of our duty toward 
the Philippines is a more difficult and 
debatable mattet. We can satisfy the 
obligations of generous justice toward 
the people of Porto tico) 6OUmbby” le giving 
them the ample and familiar rights and 
privileges accorded our own citizens in 
our own territories and our obligations 
toward the people of Hawaii by per- 
fecting the provisions for self-gzovern- 
ment already granted them, but in the 
‘hilippines we must go further. We 
must hold steadily in view their uiti- 
mate independence, and we must move 


as steadily as the way can be cleared 
and the foundations thoughtfully and 
permanently laid. 

Acting under the authority conferred 
upon the president by congress, I have 
already accorded the eople of. the 
islands a moor tty in both houses o 
their legislative body by appointing 
five instead of four native citizens to 
the membership of the commission. 
believe that ma this way we shall make 
proof of their capacity in counsel and 
their sense of responsibility in the ex- 
ercise of political power, and that the 
success of this step will be sure to clear 
our view for the steps which are to 
follow. Step by step we should extend 
and perfect the system of self-govern-

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THE PRESIDEN1’S MESSAGE. 
So long as the United States is the su- 
preme power in the new world there shall 


be on this hemisphere no toleration of gov- 
ernment by tyranny, bloodshed, assassina- 
tion. That is the ringing and dominant note 
that sounds to the country and to civiliza- 
tion in the message of President Wilson to 
the regular session of congress, read yester- 
day and published elsewhere in The Consti- 
tution today. 

Huerta is indirectly an assassin. In- 
dubitably he is a tyrant. The president says 
so with a plainness that may shock the Miss 
Nancies, but with an emphasis that must 
be commended. 

Another forceful feature of the message 
is its reference to rural credits. The im- 
portance of extending to the producers of 
this country a degree of the credit facilities 
enjoyed by other business factors has never 
been. put in stronger or more determined 
language. The president shows our finan- 
cial system will not be complete until it 
embodies the principle here outlined. 

A curious by-product of Mr. Wilson's 
advocacy of presidential primaries is the fact 
that had presidential primaries prevailed 
in 1912 it is altogether likely Champ Clark 
would have been the nominee of the demo- 
cratic party, and, as such, would be presi- 
dent now, sitting in Mr. Wilson's place. His 
popular vote and his command of delegates 
was the larger of the two candidates. That 
to one side, The Constitution is of the opin- 
ion that this further tendency toward an ab- 
solute as against a representative democ- 
racy—and that is the principle involved in 
the suggestion—will not bring about the 
vaunted improvement that is claimed for it. 
The sometimes impulsive tendency of our 
day is to rebel against the constitutional re- 
straints under which this country has made 
such safe and stable progress, and to depend 
upon short cuts and untried patiis. 

The president is thoroughly sound in his 
attitude toward the Sherman anti-trust law. 
The “twilight zone” now surrounding that 
statute is a menace to business. Individuals 
and corporations must know when they are 
and are not ofienders, and that is not now 
We trust the president’s sound 
judgment not to urge any too drastic funda- 
mental legislation until the country has had 
a breathing spell fronr the new tariff and 
the impending currency law. 

The minor features of the message 
treated with characteristic succinctness. 
Certainly, the Wilson method of approach- 
ing congress and the country is a welcome 
relief from the century-old plan of deluging 
congress and newspaper readers with a 
mass’ of verbiage the bulk which 
militates against its intelligent digestion. 
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THE CALL OF SELF-INTEREST. 


The Georgia Chamber of Commerce, in a 
dinner given yesterday to the business men 
of Atlanta, made a powerful appeal to the 
pocketbook interest of each resident of 
Atlanta and of Georgia. The dinner was 
held, primarily, to afford the leaders of com- 
mercial thought and action fn Atlanta a 
glimpse at the eventually beneficent possi- 
bilities entailed in the approaching invasion 
of the boil weevil, and the steps that must 
be taken to materialize them. Secondarily, 
the chamber of commerce, through its rep- 
resentatives, justified the work it has al- 
ready done for Georgia, and stressed the in- 
dispensability of financial support if a ma- 
chine for permanent results is to be set up. { 

Georgia is already eight-tenths prepared 
for the boll weevil. The remainder of the 
task should be easy, if every interest in 
Georgia will co-operate. And it happens 
that every feature of the constructive pro- 
gram of the state chamber.of commerce re- 
volves, directly or indirectly, around the 
materializing of the methods that will put 
the weevil to rout. The one and accepted 
plan to obliterate the ravages of the weevil 
and coin the silver out of the lining in the 
cloud is by diversification. Diversification 


is one of the foremost doctrines of the cham- ) 


in 


ber. Diversification involves also bringing 
more sturdy American farmers to Georgia. 
That also is one of the chamber’s doctrines. 
The boll weevil struck the southwestern 
states unawares. It created havoc, but they 
had turned a deaf ear to the gospel of rais- 
ing vour own food products and otherwise 
diversifying. It will find Georgia not only 
on guard, but with defenses virtually com- 
plete, since the diversification propaganda is 
well established and the state is now en- 
joying one of the most prosperous years 
since the civil war. 

The state chamber of commerce plans 
constructive work against the weevil and 
iu other directions, the ultimate effect of 
which will be to create new general wealth 
and increase per capita wealth. But the 
paramount requisite to its functions is a lib- 
eral working capital. Response to,its cam- 
paign is not merely a matter of civic enter- 
prise. It is one of self-interest, touching 
the prosperity of every man, woman and 
child in Georgia. 


OUR FRIEND MR. HAPGOOD. 

President J. H. Reynolds, of the Rome 
First National bank, sends us a recent edi- 
torial in which Mr..Hapgood, the editor of 
Harper’s Weekly, charges that the “money 
powers” of New York have been in a con- 
spiracy to force the banks of the country 
to “squeeze” the credits of their customers, 
manufacture a temporary stringency and 
thus unduly influence pending currency leg- 
islation. Mr. Reynolds wrote Mr. Hapgood 
that never in his forty years of experience 
had he received “orders”,.from “higher up,” 
or heard of any other bankers receiving 
them, to put on the screws for political 
effect. He thought such charges damaging, 
and took the position that they should not 
be made unless susceptible of proof. Mr. 
Hapgood’s reply, as will be noted, leaves 
something to be desired as to finality of 
evidence. 

Even more doubt is cast on the wisdom 
of Mr. Hapgood’s charges by two recent in- 
cidents cited by The Constitution. Only 
yesterday we quoted an expression from so 
distinct a national authority as the Fourth 
National Bank of New York, assumably in- 
cluded in Mr. Hapgood’s visions of a “plot,” 
not only “welcoming” the new currency law, 
but positively clamoring for its enactment. 
And upon yesterday also The Constitution’s 
Washington correspondent quoted Robert F. 
Maddox, vice president of the American 
National bank of Atlanta, who is in Wash- 
ington, representing all the banks of the At- 
lanta clearing house, who not only approved 
currency legislation as it is now shaping, 
but urged early action upon it. Surely it is 
illogical to suppose such authorities are 
going to tell their clients one thing in public 
and another in private! 

During Mr. Hapgood’s regime as the 
head of Collier's muck-raking was fashion- 
able. It reached its meridian. It was popu- 
lar to indict any successful business man 
or any man of wealth as a plunderer.. The 
prevalent question was, “Where did he get 
it?” To believ@a*in public virtue was to be 
freakish. The more sensational the charges 
of the muck-faker the bigger the prestige. 
“Everybody was doing it.” The more sanc- 
timonious and ornate \the muck-raker was 
about it the greener the literary laurels on 
his brow, the bigger the “wad” in his pay 
envelope. , 

That day is passed. “The public has 
learned discrimination. We have learned 
that the best way is to segregate the sheep 
from the goats, and give each their due. 
Especially have we learned that the charge, 
unsustained by proof, is the most unjust 
and dangerous weapon in the-arsenal. It 
works for the public ‘“‘downlift” instead of 
“uplift.” 

It is a pity that so brilliant a writer as 
Hapgood—and no American surpasses him 


—has not discovered these facts. It is 


grievous that he has let the procession get 
»~ 


so big a start of him. 

We rather think that Mr. Reynolds has 
the “goods” on Brother Hapgood. The prin- 
ciple of never alleging what you can’t sub- 
stantiate holds true supremely with news- 
papers and publications of any kind. And 
Mr. Reynolds submits the evidence. We 
have little fear that so gifted a@ public serv- 
ant as Mr. Hapgood will be much longer 
guilty of the blunder of discrediting the 
sound things he does by casting doubt on 
other parts of his program. He is too good 
a man to remain in the shadow of the muck- 
raker when the sunshine beckons him.

THE CHILD’S WELFARE, 


Every Atlantan, and certainly every pa- | 


rent in Atlanta, should make the time to 
attend the Child Welfare Exhibit, now in 
full swing at the old Leyden house on Peach- 
tree street. The exhibit is the most com- 
prehensive of its kind ever staged in At- 
lanta and is the result of the co-operation of 
the gréat national bodies interested in child 
welfare, as well as the local medical frater- 
nity and local women’s organizations. 

The show displays, from start to. finish, 
the steps that modern science has discov- 
ered and evolved for minimizing infant mor- 
tality, for lessening the effect of children’s 
diseases, and, important enough in itself, of 
increasing the mental and pliysical effi- 
ciency of the child for his entire career. 

When it is remembered that one-fifth of 
the babes in Atlanta die fram preventable 
disease, and a good many others from sim- 
ilar causes, before reaching the age of ma- 
turity, the significance of the exhibit begins 
to appear. The different features are so 
simply arranged that lessons are easily ab- 
sorbed and retained. The self-interest of 
the community, as well as obedience to one 
of the most sacred calls of the race, gives 
impetus to the invitation freely extended all 
classes of Atlantans. 


Still, it pleases a tired people mightily 
to witness the spectacle of congressmen 
breaking all precedents by earning their 
salaries.

French Gumbo Soup. 
gumbo soup, peculiar to Louisiana, 
following recipe: 

Cut up a good-sized chicken, the same 
as fricassee, flour it well, and put it in a 
pan with a good-sized piece of butter and fry 
brown. Then lay the chicken in a soup pot, 
pour over two quarts of hot water and let 
simmer slowly for two hours. Mix a little 
flour and butter together for thickening and 
stir in salt, celery salt, black and red pep- 
pers to taste. Drain one and a half pints 
of oysters and add the juice to the soup. 
Next add two slices of cold boiled ham, cut 
in dice, and let all boil together for ‘ten 
minutes. Just before you take it up, add a 
heaping teaspoonful of file (dried sassafras 
leaves finely powdered), then add the oys- 
ters and simmer for five minutes. Serve 
this with the boiled rice.

The World's Mysteries 


THE NAT TURNER REBELLION 


There have been a number of insurrec- 
tions that have gained notoriety among the 
colored people of our country, but the most 
celebrated was that of the Nat Turner rebel- 
lion in Southampton county, Virginia, in 
August, 1831. In+1740 a colored plot was 
discovered in New York. In 1800 “General” 
Gabriel Prosser made efforts to organize the 
colored people around Richmond, so that 
they might rise and take the city. The plot 
was well conceived, but failed. In 1822 Den- 
mark. Vesey planned to take Charleston and 
Slaughter its inhabitants. This was reveal- 
ed by a family servant and the leaders were 
taken and executed. 

The Nat Turner rebellion, however, as- 
Sumed the most extensive proportions of all 
of them, ‘and it has been a much-discussed 
question as to whe assisted him and his co- 
horts. Nat was born in 1800 and was the 
property of Benjamin Turner, a wealthy and 
aristocratic man. He conceived at an early 
age the idea that he was a special object of 
divine care, and that his mission was to de- 
liver the colored people from their white 
masters. This fanaticism never left him and 
eventually led to his destruction. 

Turner, on account of his shrewd intel- 
lect even as a child, gained for him a subtle 
influence over others of his race. He work- 
ed on the superstitions of his neighbors until 
they began to look upon him as a prophet. 
When in February, 1831, there was an eclipse 
of the sun Nat believed that it was time for 
him to set out upon his mission. He said 
to his followers: “As the black spot passed 
over the sun, so shall the blacks pass over 
the earth.” 

On Saturday, August 29, Nat and two con- 
federates agreed to prepare a dinner for Sun- 
day when they might discuss and formulate 
a plan of attack. After their plans were all 
made, they started out with their little force, 
and their first act was to murder Joseph 
Travis and his family, neighbors of the Tur- 
ners. 

After this was done they set the slaves 
on the plantation free, and these added to 
his foree, the party started from one plan- 
tation to another murdering and freeing un- 
til finally he had quite a little following col- 
lected. The white people of the section soon 
heard of the murders and became thoroughly 
alarmed and organized to resist. They were 
able to disperse the colored rebels. The in- 
surrection became known throughout all the 


section. Commodore Warrington, of the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard, offered a supply of pistols, 
cutlasses and ball cartridges for a thousand 


men. The steamer Hampton was chartered. 
At Fortress Monroe Colonel House embarked 
in her with three companies of United States 
troops, and from two sloops she received a 
corps of marines. 

Troops poured into the section of the in- 
surrection from all sides. All was uproar 
and confusion. Finally, General Epes had 
more men than he could use, and he organiz- 
ed a sufficient force for protection and sent 
the others to their homes. Order was finally 
restored, the danger was passed, and the in- 
surrection was ended but was not soon for- 
gotten. 

This affair was begun with no firearms 
at all. The “voice” that Nat claimed’ he had 
heard, told him .to “slay my enemies with 
their own weapons,”"' and he trusted in Prov- 
idence. When it came to the test Nat was 
not able ‘to recruit anything like the force 
he had expected, and the body that followed 
him was very much overestimated, probably 
from the fact that they were mounted and 
on account 'of the irregular way in which 
they fought. 

Through the twenty miles of the tracks 
of the rebellion.no mercy was shown. Ther 
never went slower than full speed, and aa 
their horses grew tired others were impress- 
ed. Finally, when the rebellion was crush- 
ed, Nat went into hiding. A big reward was 
put on his head. He was captured on Octo- 
ber 30 only'a. mile and a half from his for- 
mer home where the slaughter was. begun. 
Twenty-one slaves were convicted and con- 
demned, and thirteen were executed. 

Nat Turner, when placed on trial. pleaded 
“not guilty,” but he was convicted on his 
own confession and was executed about one 
o’clock, Friday, November 11, at Jerusalem. 
Virginia. No other slave insurrection gave 
such a shock to the south as the uprising of 
Nat Turner. In Southampton county, all la- 
bor was paralyzed and many plantations 
were abandoned. The terror even spread to 
adjoining states. While the excitement over 
the career of Nat Turner was at its height, 
colored plots and conspiracies were being 
constantly brought to light in different sec- 
tions of the country. Of these plots Turner 
denied all knowledge. 

Nat Turner’s insurrection caused the state 
of Virginia to arm itself, and all through 
the south th'is small uprising carried with it 
visions of terror. It is a thrilling story, the 
aftermath of the rebellion, and many persans 
who have studied the subject have been of 
the opinion that someone of considerably 
more intelligence than Nat Turner was at the 
back of this uprising. 


BANKER REYNOLDS WANTS 
. PROOF FROM EDITOR HAPGOOD 


Editor Constitution: In the issue of Har- 
per’'s Weekly of November 15, there ap- 
peared an editorial of Norman Hapgood as 
follows: 


“The Way They Do It.” 

“The expression ‘Invisible Government’ to 
denote the quiet but effective methods of 
financial influence came into immediate fa- 
vor because of its accuracy. The power 
of the concentrated money interests is as 
great as it is hidden and smooth. A hint 
is given and all the forces act together. 
Take an example in the recent attack of 
Mr. Aldrich on Mr. Bryan and the currency 
bill. Mr. Bryan has long been a red rag to 
the large property interésts, and Mr. Aldrich 
iS an @xpert in giving the signals. When 
his speech was made, word was sent out 
at once by many of the large financial in- 
stitutions to small banks everywhere to 
cut down credit to the utmost. They were 
to give it to merchants when they deemed 
it absolutely necessary, but they were at 
the same time to create a stringency in 
their neighborhood. <A person would come 
into a country bank with abundant security 
and the bank officials would say: ‘Yes, 
your security is ample. Yes, we have plenty 
of money, but we are not making loans. 
We are afraid the currency bill is going to 
plunge the country into ruin, and very likely 
this bank itself may be destroyed.’ No won- 
der, with this policy pursued all over the 
country, congressmen and senators were de- 
luged with letters. 

“Making a reform against the wishes of 
the money power is no joke; it is not a 
buggy ride; it requires persistence, courage 
and knowledge. It will be a dire misfor- 
tune for the country if the money powers 
win this straight fight against the presi- 
dent.. For our part, we think the currency 
bill does not go far enough, but we think 
it is an extremely valuable step forward, 
doubly valuable because it'‘is a test of 
strength between a progressive government 
and a hard-fighting financial. opposition. 
Just what we think ought to be done in 


addition will be made clear in the series of 
articles on the money trust by Mr. Brandeis 
which begins next week.” 

I immediately wrote Mr. Hapgood telling 
him that I had been in the banking bus!i- 
ness in the south forty years, and I never 
received a request to contract loans or the 
slightest intimation that it would be desira- 
ble—and that I have never heard of a southern 


banker receiving such a request or intima-| 


tion. 
ment. 
I received a very pleasant reply, of which! 
the following is part: 

“Thanks for yours of the 17th. Some of 
the information that I have is confidential, 
and the rest, as far as it is documentary,’ 
is in Washington, where I shall not be able 
to go for a few weeks. As soon as I can, 
however, I will go down to Washington and 
read over what documentary evidence is 
available to me, and see whether I can car- 
ry out your request avout actual proof.” 

I have replied to Mr. Hapgood that the 
amount of error; written these days into 
magazines In Re: “Big Banks,” was ap- = 
palling, but when so prominent authority as =~ 
he rushed in, it was time to call for proof, = 
and I would await with a “soul possessed 
with patience,” for his proof or “acknowledge 
the corn.” 

In the meantime I ask the favor that 
any banker in the state of Georgia who has 
ever received a request or intimation look- 
ing to a contraction of loans for political 
effect, to please write me, giving me all 
the facts. I have letters now from two of} 4 
the most prominent bank presidents in the} 
state, saying their experience and observa- 
tion had been identical with mine.

THE AQUARIUM. 


One of the most attractive ornaments 
that anyone can have in their home is an 
aquarium, for it is a perpetual source of 
amusement and instruc- 
tion to the entire 
family. 

When you know how, 
its care is as simple 
as A, B, C. In a cool 
room where there is no 
odor from cooking and 
no discharge of gas 
fumes, four good-sized 
fish will live five days 
without changing the 
water in a four-gaHon 
globe. If the room is 
badly ventilated, the 
water must be changed 
every day. Carry the . 
globe by the brim to the 
water hydrant; place a 
netting over the top 
and let the fresh cold 
water run in slowly and 
overflow. Then: return 
the globe to its place 
until next day. The fish 
give one so much amusement that you wiil 
not mind this smal] trouble. 

The bottom of the aquarium should be 
covered with silver gravel and pretty, small 
shells may be laid on this. If aquatic plant 
are kept growing in the gravel you will not 
need to change the water often, as they 
aerate it. These plants may be had at any 
pet animal store and can be ordered by par- 
cel post. 

A water snail, such as abound in every 
pond and stream, is an excellent seayenger, 
as it will eat the decaying vegetable mat- 
ter. A turtle is also good for this, but 
rather dangerous to the fish. as he will 
often nibble their fins and tails. 

Do not kill your fish with kindness; they 
require a very little food and are often fed 
to death by their kind owners who think 
they are starving when they are really hiber- 
nating. 

In November, December, January and 
February, fish should be fed but once @ 
week as this is their resting ‘season and they 
In March they may have food 
oftener and from then on untit next fall 
they will eat voraciously, 

Never feed bread or crackers: if you do 
rour pets will grow white spots and give .

Feed not oftener than once in three days 
at any time and then give fish wafers, these 
are 10 cents a box and to be had at any 
drug store. Water cress is good for them 
and once a month a little corn meal may be

SHERMAN LAW ATTACKED

Putnam, of the federal district court, 
today in connection with the govern- 
ment’s proceedings to dissolve the 
United Shoe Machinery company. 

' Citing the bathtub case as an exam- 
ple, Judge Putnam said: 

“The common law protected a man- 
ufacturer in marketing his goods and 
getting whatever price he could for. 
them honestly. 

“The supreme court is drifting away 
from the old rules of common law and 
wiping out its protection. The Sher- 
man law is retrogressive in every par- 
ticular.”’ 

Judge Putnam’s comments were 
made while attorneys for the United 
Shoe Machinery commpany were out- 
lining the defense.

Dora Murff Convicted of Kill- 
ing Man Who Betrayed Her 
by a Louisiana Jury.

four mutinies have occurred in the 


prison within the last three months. 

“It is further alleged that these 
mutinies were actuated by a lack of 
respect on the part of the. prisoners 
toward the executives and officials of 
the prison. 

“It is further alleged that the war- 
den of the institution has suspended 
certain men who formerly were em- 
ployed at the prison, for the reason 
that they were guilty of inciting men 
confined in the prison to mutiny. 

“It is further alleged that enormous 
waste is being occasioned by the de- 
lay in completing said prison and in 
the care of pbuilding material on the 
part of prison officials. 

“It is further alleged that the moral 
tone surrounding prisoners is of such 
a character that it creates a spirit of 
disrespect for the law. 

“In sO far as I am personally con- 
cerned, [ have no persona) interest, 
whatever, in any of the, matters or 
things alleged as I have enumerated, 
but as an offieial of the federal gov- 
ernment and as a representative of the 
district in which this institution is lo- 
cated, I feel I would be derelict in my 
duty and it would be grossly unjust, if 
I did not ask for an immediate investi- 
gation which shall be thorough, sift- 
ing, unbiased and umprejudiced, in that 
if these allegations be untrue, the 
warden and other officials of the 
prison be re-established in their once 


enviable positions as competent prison 
officials. 


Will Wield the Ax. 


“And, if these accusations be true. 

I feel assured that the attorney gen- 
eral, upon receiving the report of the 
congressional probers, will wield the 
official ax unmercifully in weeding out 
those who are responsible for the con- 
ditions, should they exist.’

December 2.—Without 
the democrats of the 
senate today put into operation the 
drastic program they have adopted for 
the consideration of the administration 
currency bill. The republicans after 
two hours of debate, prevented a vote 
on a motion ecalling for continuous 
sessions of the senate daily from 10 
o'clock in the morning until 11 o’clock 
at night With a two hour dinner re- 
cess, but the majority pressed the bill 
forward at every opportunity and kept 
the senate in session tonight. 

When Senator Kern presented a 
resolution which would have bound 
the senate to the proposition to sit 
thirteen hours a day the republicans 
made a vigorous protest, declaring 
that such a provision was unnecessary 
and would prevent intelligent consid- 
eration of the bill. Senator Norris 
tried to secure an agreement for 
shorter daily sessions with an agree- 
ment to vote on:the bill by Decémber 
20, but this was defeated Tae Kern 
resolution went over until tomorrew. 

The action of the republicans fol- 
lowed a minority conference which 
decided to offer formal protest against 
the democratic program but agreed to 
make no concerted effort to prevent 
speedy consideration of the currency 
bill. 

Senator Williams, of Mississippi, an- 
nounced it was the intention of the 
democrats to “exhaust the senate” and 
force an early vote. 

Senator Bristow attacked the demo- 
cratic plan, declaring the democrats 
proposed to pass the bill by ‘‘physical 
exhaustion” instead of fair debate. 

“This has been a body of intellectual 
discussion, a place where information 
was at par, and physical endurance 
not at premium,” he cried. “The place 
to test physical endurance is if the 
prize ring, not in the senate.” 

Senators Owen and Shafroth retort- 
ed that Senator Bristow and the other 
republicans already had delaved the 
currency bill by demanding hearings 
and prolonging debate.
